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CRITICAL  CONDITION: AIDS 


AIDS  (Acquired  Immunodefi¬ 
ciency  Syndrome)  is  a  disease  that  destroys 
the  immune  system.  Most  scientists  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  caused  by  HIV  (Human 
Immunodcficncy  Virus).  It  is  fatal.  There 
is  now  no  cure  for  it,  although  drugs  help 
those  infected  live  longer.  AIDS  is  prima¬ 
rily  spread  through  unprotected  sex  (not 
using  a  condom),  sharing  needles,  or 
transmitted  from  pregnant  women  to  their 
unborn  babies.  There  have  been  no  known 
eases  of  infection  from  sneezing,  toilet 
scats,  dishes,  drinking  fountains,  tele¬ 
phones,  or  any  other  ordinary  contact  wi  th 
someone  who  has  AIDS. 

HIV  is  simply  a  strand  of  genetic 
material  (in  this  case  the  nucleic  acid 
RNA)  surrounded  by  a  protein  coat.  A 
virus  lacks  the  tools  to  reproduce  unless  it 
invades  a  living  cell  and  tikes  over  the 
host’s  molecular  machinery.  The  intruder 
can  then  produce  many  copies  of  itself, 
eventually  killing  the  cell.  No  one  has 
been  able  to  determine  why  HIV  lies 
dormant  in  human  cells,  usually  for  years, 
before  producing  a  full-blown  case  of 
AIDS.  It  is  also  unknown  as  to  what 
triggers  the  deadly  phase  of  the  infection 
and  how  the  virus  destroys  the  immune 
system.  Some  researchers  believe  that 
HIV  somehow  provokes  immune  system 
cells  to  destroy  themselves. 

The  only  sure  ways  of  not  get¬ 
ting  in  fccted  are  abstinence  and  not  sharing 
needles.  If  you  want  to  have  sex  because 
“everyone’s  doing  it”  or  you’re  lonely, 
you’re  not  ready.  If  you  are  sexually 
active,  the  usage  of  latex  condoms  com¬ 
bined  with  nonoxynol, a  lubrication  which 
many  experts  believe  helps  prevent 
transmission,  lessens  the  risk  of  infection. 


lion,  your  body  could  take  anywhere  from 
6  weeks  to  a  year  to  produce  antibodies. 
Retesting  is  necessary. 

It  is  possible  to  take  the  test  at  a 
free  testing  center  where  you  don’t  have  to 
supply  your  real  name  or  address. 

It  is  important  to  see  AIDS  as  the 
epidemic  that  it  is.  The  disease  will  be¬ 
come  the  biggest  epidemic  of  the  century. 


possibly  killing  3%  of  the  world’s  popula¬ 
tion  by  the  year  2000.  What’s  more 
important,  however,  is  that  we  keep  our¬ 
selves  safe  from  infection.  That  is  the  least 
any  of  us  can  do. 

While  AIDS  education  is  avail¬ 
able  in  health  classes,  there  is  currently  no 
condom  distribution  policy  at  Boston  Latin 
School.

TESTING 

When  HIV  enters  the  body,  an¬ 
tibodies  are  produced  in  response  to  the 
virus.  A  blood  lest  detects  the  antibodies. 
It  docs  not  detect  AIDS. 

A  positive  result  means  you  have 
been  exposed  to  the  virus  and  infected 
with  HIV.  A  second  test  will  confirm  the 
results  (sometimes  one  tests  positive  even 
though  they  haven’t  been  infected).  If  the 
second  lest  is  positive,  a  western  blot  test 
is  given.  A  positive  result  docs  not  mean 
you  have  AIDS  or  will  definitely  develop 
it.  People  can  live  healthily  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives.  Others  develop  ARC  (AIDS- 
related  complex)  in  which  there  arc  AIDS 
symptoms  without  the  major  infections 
associated  with  the  disease.  Others  de¬ 
velop  full-blow'n  AIDS  from  3-10  years 
af ter  in  fcction.  They  will  consult  a  trained 
counselor. 

Testing  negative  means  you 
haven’t  developed  antibodies  but  doesn’t 
guarantee  you  arc  virus-free.  After  infec-

The  new  school  committee  has 
written  a  report  explained  as  “a  declara¬ 
tion  of  shared  goals  for  the  next  three 
years”, two  of  which  involve  lengthening 
school.  The  first  idea  is  that  of  extending 
the  school  day  by  one  hour.  The  second  is 
jxtending  the  school  year  by  thirty  days. 

Mr.  Contompasis  is  very  much  in 
:avor  of  extending  the  school  day.  ”1  think 
hat  the  lengthening  of  the  school  day  by 
in  hour  is  needed”,  especially  since  “it 
will  allow  us  greater  flexibility  in  schedul- 
ng  classes.”  This  would  include  laboratory 
ind  music  classes,  among  others,  and  could 
ncludc  additional  library  and  guidance 
lours, and  a  possible  time  each  week  when 
eachcrs  could  talk  to  students  and  their 
larcnLs.  In  general,  “the  day  would  be 
ichedulcd  differently.”  He  adds,  though, 
hat  this  docs  not  necessarily  mean  that 
itudcnts  and  teachers  would  stay  in  school 
in  hour  longer. 

When  would  this  happen?  There 
s  “no  reason  why  it  couldn’t  start  next 
'ear”,  although  all  of  the  contractual  groups 
such  as  teachers,  administrators,  and  li- 
irarians)  would  have  to  agree,  which  could 
ausc  a  problem.  At  the  moment,  the 


contract  states  that  these  people  must  work 
a  6  1/2  hour  day  from  7:40  to  2:10.  An 
hour  extension  would  obviously  conflict 
with  this,  necessitating  negotiations  and 
probably  highcrsalaries.  Theschool com¬ 
mittee  says  that  they  do  not  have  any  more 
money,  so  Mr.  Contompasis  suggests  that 
teachers  could  work  the  same  number  of 
hours  at  different  times,  perhaps  8:30  - 
3:00,  with  rotating  schedules.  The  school 
committee  is  behind  the  idea  of  another 
hour  of  school  each  day,  and  Mr. 
Contompasis  says,  ‘There  is  probably  a 
tremendous  amount  of  support  for 4  longer’ 
school  days.” 

The  extension  of  the  school  year 
by  30  days  is  less  likely  to  occur,  with  Mr. 
Contompasis  calling  it  “far-fetched”  at 
best

Nevertheless,  it  has  been  proposed  by  the

remedial  work,  with  teachers  also  partici¬ 
pating  on  a  voluntary  basis.  When  asked 
if  he  thought  the  school  would  possibly  be 
open  for  an  additional  month  with  manda¬ 
tory  attendance,  the  response  was  “no,” 
because  “I  don’t  think  that  people  are  in 
agreement  that  it  has  any  educational 
value.” 

All  togethcr,Mr.  Contompasis 
thinks  “inevitably,  something  will  occur,” 
but  just  what  isn’t  known.  There  are 
negotiations  underway,  so  maybe  next  year 
we’ll  hear  the  bell  ring  at  3:00  instead  of 
1:55. 


YMCA  Youth  and  Government 
is  a  program  which  gives  high  school 
students  the  opportunity  to  take  part  in  a 
model  slate  legislature.  For  one  weekend 
in  March,  students  come  together  from 
throughout  Massachusetts  to  act  as  Sena¬ 
tors  and  Representatives.  In  addition, 
members  have  the  chance  to  highlight  any 
problem  they  have  with  our  state  govern¬ 
ment  or  its  laws  by  submitting  a  bill  to 
change  whatever  they  think  is  wrong.  All 
the  bi  11s  go  before  a  comm  ittee,  and  if  they 
pass,  they  will  be  heard  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  or  Senate  at  the  Massachusetts  S  late 
House. 

The  program  is  an  excellent  way 
to  learn  about  government,  since  every 
aspect  of  the  model  legislature  is  kept  as 
close  to  the  real  thing  as  possible.  There 
are  even  elected  officials  such  as  the 
President  of  Senate,  Speaker  of  the  House, 
and  Governor,  who  are  chosen  by  members 
of  the  program  and  are  all  high  school 
students.  In  fact,  adult  involvement  is  kept 
to  a  minimun  and  students  have  as  much 
influence  and  control  as  possible.

Advanced  Placement  classes. 
These  arc  the  classes  taken  by  juniors  and 
seniors  that  involve  college-level  work. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  an  AP  test  is 
required  to  gain  possible  college  credit.  In 
junior  year,  depending  upon  your  course 
load,  three  APs  may  be  taken.  In  senior, 
five  or  six  may  be  taken. 

The  incentive  to  take  these  diffi¬ 
cult  and  time-consuming  courses  is  for 
purposes  of  class  rank.  A  regular  class 
multiplies  the  point  title  for  a  class  grade 
by  3,  an  honors  course  by  4,  and  an  AP  by 
5.  For  instance,  a  “B”  worth  8  points  totals 
24  points  in  a  regular  class,  32  points  in  an 
honors  class,  and  40  points  in  an  AP  class. 
Those  who  don’t  lake  a  hefty  number  of 
APs  arc  forced  into  lower  point  totals,  thus 
lower  ranks,  thus  hurling  the  chances  of 
you  getting  into  thecollcgeofyour choice... 

The  down  side  to  taking  many 
APs  is  the  time-consuming  work.  The 
attitude  of  an  AP  teacher  is  usually:  “I’m 
preparing  a  student  for  college.  Mine  is 
the  only  subject  that  matters.”  If  you  think 
your  teacher  says  that  now,  wait  until  you 
lake  three  or  four  or  more  APs.  At  BLS, 
students  arc  known  for  their  excellent  ac¬ 
complishments  in  extracurricular  activities. 
How  is  a  student  supposed  to  do  those 
things  after  school  if  there  are  five  hours 
worth  of  homework  d  uc  the  next  day?  For 
example,  if  you  arc  in  the  Drama  Club  or 
participate  in  a  sport,  rehearsal  or  practice 
goes  on  for  hours.  You  come  home  ex¬ 
hausted  after  another  full  day  of  school, 
but  there  arc  still  those  couple  of  hours  of 
homework.  Whether  from  AP  classes  or 
not,  this  is  a  serious  burden.  I  still  haven’t 
even  mentioned  the  other  activities  in 
which  you  probably  participate  quite  seri¬ 
ously. 

1  personally  do  not  think  every¬ 
one  is  capable  of  this.  I  tried.  Icouldn’tdo 
it.  You  might,  but  much  rational  thought 
should  be  put  into  your  decision.  BLS 
students  arc  notorious  at  signing  up  for 
activities  which  they  have  no  time  for  at 
later  dates.  This  is  a  result  of  lack  of 
forethought  and  not  having  a  set  of  priori¬ 
ties.  Maturity  is  not  a  common  trait 
amongst  BLS  students.  So,  before  you 
sign  up  for  those  APs  or  anything  else  for 
that  matter,  think  carefully.  Why  do  you 
want  to  lake  this  course?  What  do  you 
hope  to  accomplish?  Will  this  disrupt  my 
schedule?  I f  it  docs,  which  is  more  impor¬ 
tant?

TCR.  What  is  it?  TCR,  Teens  as  Commu¬ 
nity  Resources,  is  the  place  where  I  work.

That’s 
the  message  we  try  to  bring  across  to 
people  -  NEVER  underestimate  what  a 
teenager  can  do. 

Besides  the  two  grant  cycles,  TCR 
is  also  involved  with  many  other  youth- 
related  projects.  We  sponsor  the  United 
Youth  of  Boston,  a  newspaper  written  by, 
for,  and  about  teenagers.  Yes,  it’s  all  for 
US!  Most  of  you  have  probably  either 
read  or  heard  about  the  newspaper,  but  if 
you  look  around  for  the  U YB  flyers,  they’re 
also  looking  for  students  to  write  articles 
for  them,  too. 


Over  the  past  two  summers,  TCR 
has  sponsored  a  project  called  the  Youth 
Mobilization  Project.  Here,  students  from 
various  Boston  Public  Schools  come  to¬ 
gether  to  talk  about  positive  changes  for 
the  school  system  and  plans  to  get  their 
voices  and  concerns  heard  by  the  adminis¬ 
trators.  As  a  result  of  this  summer’s 
project,  there  is  a  YMP  newsletter  consist¬ 
ing  of  concerns  of  some  of  the  students  of 
the  students  involved  in  it  over  the  sum¬ 
mer.

One  last  thing  that  you  might  be 
interested  in  and  benefit  by:  if  you  are 
involved  with  a  youth  group  that  is  tccn- 
initiated,  teen-led,  committed  to  empow¬ 
ering  teens  and  needs  funding,  apply  for  a 
grant  and  get  involved  with  TCR.

Letters  from  Mary 
Murphy 


I  am  sure  that  you  have  many 
questions  about  this  program  and  how  it 
came  into  existence.  Just  as  the  fisherman 
casts  his  bait  into  the  water  many  times  in 
various  streams  hoping  to  catch  a  fish,  we 
have  been  doing  likewise  with  the  objec¬ 
tive  of  improving  our  curriculum. 

As  Science  Department  Head,  I 
have  encouraged  our  science  teachers  to 
obtain  further  training  in  technology,  so 
that  we  can  utilize  more  modem  tech¬ 
niques  in  our  laboratory  program  and  in¬ 
troduce  more  relative  applications  of  sci¬ 
ence  into  our  curriculum.  In  one  of  our 
many  “fishing  expeditions”  two  of  our 
biology  teachers  were  accepted  by  the 
Whitehead  Institute  to  participate  in  an 
excellent  year-long  program  in  biotech¬ 
nology.  As  part  of  this  program,  a  mentor 
was  assigned  to  each  of  the  teachers  to 
assist  the  teacher  and  to  speak  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  school.  Dr.  Shoumen  Datta, 
one  of  these  mentors,  visited  the  school  on 
many  occasions  and  became  interested  in 
helping  us  improve  our  science  program. 

In  J  une,  as  we  were  in  the  process 
of  giving  final  exams  and  doing  all  those 
many  tasks  required  to  close  the  school  for 
the  summer,  Dr.  Datta  came  to  us  with  a 
“proposal  that  we  couldn  ’  t  refuse”.  He  had 
already  talked  to  approximately  20  no¬ 
table  scientists,  including  Nobel  Prize 
Laureates,  who  agreed  to  speak  at  Boston 
Latin  School  during  the  year.  Dr.  Datta 
also  pursued  the  possibility  of  securing  a 
large  amount  of  money  to  finance  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  math  and  science  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  school.  He  asked  me  to  pro¬ 
vide  an  organizing  committee  of  students 
to  carry  out  the  tasks  of  scheduling  these 
speakers,  interviewing  them,  seeking  fund¬ 
ing  for  the  program,  and  carrying  out  all 
the  necessary  details  required  for  produc¬ 
ing  the  program.  The  student  organizing 
committee  includes  students  from  the  7th 
grade  to  the  12th  grade.  There  is  also  an 
organizing  committee  of  teachers,  whose 
main  function  is  to  drive  the  students  to 
their  interviews. 

The  students  will  carry  out  all  of 
these  tasks,  even  to  the  extent  of  being  the 
only  individuals  on  the  stage  with  the 
speaker  during  the  program.  The  produc¬ 
tion  of  this  very  ambitious  program  will 
provide  a  very  large  number  of  students 
with  a  great  deal  of  practical  experience 
and  also  will  enable  them  to  build  up  their 
confidence  in  being  able  to  function  com¬ 
fortably  in  an  adult  world. 

This  summer  the  Headmaster, 
Michael  Contompasis,  gave  me  permis¬ 
sion  to  keep  the  building  open  so  that  the 
students  could  use  some  of  the  computers 
and  have  a  place  to  meet.  Most  of  the 


students  that  carried  out  the  many  tasks  in 
putting  this  program  together  were  stu¬ 
dents  from  grades  7  - 1 0.  Some  of  the  older 
students  took  time  from  work  to  join  the 
teams  who  interviewed  the  speakers.  It  is 
amazing  to  me  how  quickly  these  young 
students  became  proficient  in  such  tasks  as 
scheduling  speakers  for  the  lectures  and 
interviews,  carrying  out  the  interviews, 
using  the  computers  to  produce  mailings 
to  speakers,  prospective  sponsors,  and  in¬ 
vited  guests,  using  the  FAX  machine  to 
respond  quickly  to  the  many  questions 
about  the  program,  preparing  and  xeroxing 
letters  and  informational  pamphlets,  and 
securing  information  about  the  speakers  at 
various  university  libraries. 

Dr.  Datta  returned  to  Calcutta 
early  in  July  to  attend  to  his  father,  who 
was  seriously  injured  in  a  traffic  accident. 
He  came  back  to  Cambridge  for  a  few 
days,  but  had  to  return  home  upon  receiving 
news  of  the  death  of  his  father.  Fortunately 
for  us,  he  had  secured  the  assistance  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Frey,  who  volunteered  to  edit 
the  interviews  and  lectures  in  order  to 
produce  material  which  hopefully  will 
become  published.  Mrs.  Frey  has  also  gra¬ 
ciously  agreed  to  use  her  expertise  and 
contacts  to  help  those  students  who  have 
been  assigned  the  task  of  publicizing  the 
Distinguished  Speakers  Program  on  TV 
and  radio  and  in  the  newspapers  and  na¬ 
tional  magazines.  We  are  also  indebted  to 
Dr.  Robert  Savoy,  who  has  assisted  us  in 
seeking  funds  for  the  second  part  of  the 
proposal,  which  is  designed  to  improve 
the  science  and  mathematics  curriculum. 

I  would  like  to  commend  those 
many  individuals  who  have  been  so  pa¬ 
tient  and  understanding  when  our  students 
have  contacted  them  in  the  process  of 
producing  the  Distinguished  Speakers  Pro¬ 
gram.

College  Search 

(from  the  BLS  Parent  Newsletter) 


BLS  alumnus  William  Schwabel 
(’57)  has  donated  three  computers,  two 
printers,  and  a  College  Search  software 
program  to  establish  the  school’s  Schawbel 
Center. 

Students  can  use  the  Center, 
which  is  located  on  the  third  floor,  to 
explore  college  options  through  the  com¬ 
puter  program,  which  has  a  data  base  of 
1,187  colleges.  The  program  leads  the 
students  through  dozens  of  specific  ques¬ 
tions  about  what  they  are  looking  for  in  a 
college  experience  (from  anthropology  to 
ultimate  frisbee)  and  prints  out  a  list  of 
schools  which  match  the  profile  the  stu¬ 
dent  has  created.  If  a  school  the  student 
has  been  considering  does  not  appear  on 


the  list,  the  computer  will  even  explain 
why  not! 

Staffed  by  parent  volunteers  and 
supervised  by  teacher  Arthur  Radden,  the 
Center  has  two  major  goals:  to  broaden 
students’  horizons  by  introducing  them  to 
schools  they  my  not  have  seriously  con¬ 
sidered,  and  to  help  students  focus  on  the 
serious  choice  they  must  make,  and  the 
implication  of  that  decision.  Do  they  want 
a  school  in  a  city  or  small  town?  Will  they 
be  happier  in  a  large  school  or  a  small  one? 
Are  fraternities  or  sororities  important? 
Do  sports  programs  matter?  The  avail¬ 
ability  of  semesters  abroad?  Majors?  Part 
time  jobs?  * 

College  Search  will  schedule 


every  junior  and  senior  until  every  student 
who  wants  an  appointment  gets  one.  Par¬ 
ents  should  ask  their  student  about  College 
Search  and  assure  that  they  keep  their 
appointments.  Ask  to  see  the  printout,  and 
discuss  the  choices  they  have  made. 

The  program  also  has  financial 
aid  information  and  can  generate  person¬ 
alized  letters  of  inquiry  to  college  admis¬ 
sions  officers,  and  is  available  for  typing 
and  printing  college  application  essays. 

The  College  Search  staff  is  also 
implementing  a  careers  program  directed 
to  sophomores.  This  program  helps  guide 
students  to  career  options  through  thenise 
of  a  lengthy  questionnaire.

Dracula  lived  and 
finally  died  because  he  wanted  to  reclaim 
his  true  love,  lost  over  the  centuries.  Sen¬ 
suality  and  the  ever-present  visions  of  blood 
reinforce  this.

The  Bodyguard

“Never  let  her  out  of  your  sight. 
Never  let  your  guard  down.  Never  fall  in 
love.”  These  are  the  three  rules  Kevin 
Costner  follows  in  the  new  holiday  roman¬ 
tic  thriller,  “The  Bodyguard.” 

Starring  opposite  Whitney  Hous¬ 
ton  in  her  motion  picture  debut,  Frank 
Farmer  (Costner),  once  again  plagued  by 
a  bad  haircut,  is  an  ex-Secret  Service  agent 
who  has  risen  to  the  top  of  his  demanding 
position.  He  has  served  many  people, 
including  Presidents  Carter  and  Reagan, 
but  unfortunately  is  haunted  by  the 
memory  of  theattemptonRonaldReagan’s 
life.  On  the  same  day  that  the  assassin 
pulled  the  trigger,  Frank  was  off  duty,  but 
hecan’t  forgive  himself  for  not  being  there, 
thinking  that  he  could  have  prevented  it. 

Having  built  a  solid  reputation 
for  being  one  of  the  best,  Frank  is  reluc¬ 
tantly  hired  by  Rachel  Marron  (Houston), 
a  popular  and  flamboyant  rich  singer-ac¬ 
tress  who  is  terrorized  with  death  notes 
and  attempts  on  her  life.  Frank  is  serious 
in  his  work  and  takes  complete  control  as 
he  tries  to  change  everything,  including 
Rachel.  Although  she  disapproves  of  him 
at  first,  she  later  finds  him  irresistible. 

This  two  hour-plus  flick  is  simi¬ 
lar  to  recent  Costner  films,  containing  only 
a  subtle  hint  of  love,  some  action,  a  few 
laughs,  and  a  strong  climax  at  the  end. 
Whimey ’s  performance  in  her  first  motion 
picture  is  great.  She  fits  the  role  she  plays, 
portraying  a  figure  probably  not  much 
different  from  herself  in  real  life. 

Although  abit  misleading,  sparks 
never  really  fly  between  Rachel  and  Frank. 
The  film,  however,  is  emotional.  With  an 
interesting  plot  and  a  tear-jerker  ending, 
anyone  who  loves  romance  mixed  with 
action  is  bound  to  love  “The  Bodyguard.” 
It’s  a  definite  must-see  for  Whitney 
Houston  fans.

O'Neill  Comes  Alive 
at  the  Huntington

If  you  have  ever  found  yourself 
complaining  about  your  family,  you  should 
have  taken  in  a  performance  of  Long  Day’s 
Joumev  into  Night,  which  recently  played 
at  the  Huntington  Theatre.  The  draining 
but  moving  depiction  of  a  day  in  the  life  of 
the  Tyrone  family  would  have  made  you 
thankful  for  your  own. 

The  play,  based  on  author  Eu¬ 
gene  O’Neill’s  life,  revolves  around  the 
love/hate  relationships  among  the  family 
members:  miserly  patriarch  James,  his 
delicate,  morphine-addicted  wife  Mary, 
elder  alcoholic  son  Jamie,  and  younger 
son  Edmund,  a  victim  of  consumption. 

The  acting,  which  was  almost 
always  splendid,  deserves  acclaim.  Jack 
Aransen’s  James  Tyrone  was  beautifully 


portrayed.  Aransen’s  Shakespearean  in¬ 
fluence  was  evident  when  his  character 
quoted  the  English  playwright.  He  was 
quite  at  ease  with  the  citations,  which 
some  historians  find  awkward.  Robert 
Sean  Leonard,  once  he  became  comfort¬ 
able  with  the  role  of  Edmund,  portrayed 
the  character  with  a  surprisingly  powerful 
edge.  Edmund  came  across  much  stron¬ 
ger  on  stage  than  on  paper.  His  poetic 
lines  about  life  at  sea  actually  had  the 
audience  sitting  up  in  rapt  attention.  This 
was  a  result  of  Leonard’s  influence  on  the 
character  of  Edmund.  Jonathan  Walker 
was  a  disappointment.  His  Jamie  was 
almost  a  forgotten  man,  and  Walker  made 
him  out  to  be  more  of  a  pacifist  than  a 
sneering  alcoholic.  Perhaps  he  was  trying 
to  elicit  sympathy  from  the  audience. 

The  real  star,  however,  was 
Patricia  Connolly  as  Mary.  She  captured 
the  Tyrone  wife  and  mother  in  her  many 
stages:  nervous,  dreamy,  emotional,  fi¬ 
ery,  and  insecure,  and  all  other  mood 


swings.  Connolly  was  especially  emo¬ 
tional  in  her  soliloquy  at  the  end  of  act  II, 
scene  ii,  when  she  said  that  she  could  not 
believe  herself.  She  paused  in  all  the  right 
places,  as  an  eerie  sense  of  hope  filled  her 
voice.  Overall,  the  scene  was  very  potent. 
Connolly’s  strong  performance  balanced 
the  acting  of  the  other  female  in  the  cast. 
Sue  Anne  Morrow.  Morrow  did  not  bowl 
anyone  over  with  her  supporting  role  in 
The  Litde  Foxes,  so  why  did  the  Hunting- 
ton  ask  her  back?  The  fading  Irish  accent 
was  atrocious! 

Director  Edward  Gilbert  coached 
his  actors  well  (he  was  not  to  blame  for 
Morrow’s  accent  problems),  as  was  evi¬ 
denced  in  their  movements.  Walker strolled 
around  with  his  hands  in  his  pockets,  a  sign 
of  Jamie’s  “leave  me  alone”  attitude. 
Connolly’s  hands  actually  twitched,  mak¬ 
ing  her  bout  with  rheumatism  more  realis¬ 
tic.  Leonard  looked  and  acted  sick,  with 
his  rumpled  hair  and  drowsy  expression. 
Aransen  moved  unsteadily  when  he  was 


drunk,  adding  to  the  realness  of  the  situa¬ 
tion.  Some  critics  attempted  to  blame 
Gilbert  for  the  problems  in  the  acting,  but 
he  was  not  the  one  to  fault.  Long  Day’s 
Joumev  is  an  in-depth  character  study 
which  mostly  depends  upon  the  acting  to 
survive. 

The  set  fit  the  tone  of  the  play, 
with  shabby  rugs,  crooked  lights,  dusty 
piano,  and  threadbare  pillows.  These  things 
reflected  Tyrone’s  stingy  attitude  and  the 
lack  of  use  and  enjoyment  in  the  objects. 
Mary  was  right;  the  summer  house  was  noi 
a  home.  During  Acts  III  and  IV,  the  room 
had  a  bluish  haze,  and  as  it  grew  darker,  so 
did  the  characters’  moods.  This  added  to 
the  tension. 

Still  think  your  family  is  worse 
than  the  Tyrone  bunch?  Then  you  should 
see  Long  Day’s  Joumev  into  Night  on 
video  with  Katherine  Hepburn-  that  is,  if 
you  could  stand  four  exhausting  hours 
with  the  same  group  of  people. 
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Critical  Condition: 
Depression 


Have  you  ever  been  “blue”  or 
“down  in  the  dumps”?  Feeling  sad  and 
lonely  sometimes  is  as  much  a  part  of  life 
as  being  happy.  Everyone  feels  blue  occa¬ 
sionally,  and  it  is  normal  to  have  some 
fluctuation  in  mood.  Suppose  it  is  a  cold, 
rainy  November  morning;  it  is  so  dreary 
that  you  may  feel  gloomy  for  no  good 
reason  that  you  know  of.  You  probably 
have  to  drag  yourself  out  of  bed  and  make 
yourself  come  to  school.  You  may  even 
have  the  feeling  that  there  is  nothing  worth 
getting  up  for.  When  you  arrive  at  school, 
you  become  involved  in  an  interesting 
project  (ARGO?);  the  sun  comes  out,  and 
suddenly  your  spirit  rises. 

This  type  of  “normal”  depres¬ 
sion  is  experienced  by  most  people  from 
time  to  time,  and  it  usually  disappears 
quickly  and  spontaneously.  When  psy¬ 
chiatrists  refer  to  depression,  they  gener¬ 
ally  mean  it  to  refer  not  to  these  transient 
low  moods,  which  are  normal,  but  to  a 
more  severe  kind  of  depression  which 
does  not  go  away  by  itself. 

Doctors  still  know  little  about  the 
cause  of  depression,  and  they  disagree 
about  how  to  classify  the  various  types. 
Some  psychiatrists  think  that  abnormal 
depression  is  basically  the  same  as  normal 
“blues”,  but  in  exaggerated  form.  Others 
think  that  depression  is  a  separate  disease, 
despite  some  similarities  to  normal  low 
mood.  Often,  depression  is  classified  as 
endogenous  or  exogenous.  Endogenous 
depression  is  thought  to  be  caused  by  some 
biological  abnormality  or  derangement 
within  the  individual,  while  exogenous  or 
reactive  depression  is  considered  to  be 
triggered  mainly  by  some  outside  precipi¬ 
tating  stress,  for  example,  a  death  in  the 
family  or  a  disastrous  financial  loss. 


Depending  on  the  nature  of  the 
depression,  doctors  may  treat  a  person 
with  ECT,  drugs,  psychotherapy ,  or  a  com  - 
bination  of  drugs  and  psychotherapy.  There 
are  so  many  kinds  of  psychotherapy  and  so 
many  different  approaches  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  describe  all  the  methods  of 
treatment.  In  general,  depressed  people 
need  understanding  and  encouragement. 
Sometimes,  encouraging  them  to  com¬ 
plete  a  task  successfully  and  to  rouse  them  - 
selves  from  passivity  can  help  start  them 
on  the  road  to  recovery.  Many  people  are 
able  to  benefit  from  the  kind  of  therapy

that  enables  them  to  gain  insight  into  their 
neurotic  ways  of  viewing  themselves.  This 
insight  can  then  help  change  their  feelings 
about  themselves  and  increase  their  self¬ 
esteem.  Those  individuals  who  can  like 
themselves  are  less  apt  to  become  de¬ 
pressed  than  those  whose  self-concept  is 
poor.  Psychotherapy  is  often  a  long  and 
complicated  and  expensive  process,  but  it 
has  helped  many  people  to  lead  happier 
lives. 

How  does  all  of  this  apply  to  your 
average  Boston  Latin  School  student? 
Sometimes,  people  are  so  driven  by  their 
need  for  success  that  if  they  fail  at  the 
smallest  task,  they  become  depressed. 
According  to  some  psychiatrists,  many  of 
the  most  successful  creative  and  energetic 
people  in  our  society  are  the  very  ones  who 


are  prone  to  depression.  They  are  the 
individuals  who  possess  boundless  enthu¬ 
siasm  and  energy;  they  accomplish  twice 
as  much  as  everyone  else  and  never  seem 
to  run  out  of  steam.  Certainly  no  one 
would  describe  them  as  disturbed.  But 
what  is  normal  for  one  person  may  not  be 
normal  for  another. 

Psychiatrists  have  identified  a 
paradoxical  state  known  as  “success  de¬ 
pression”,  which  sometimes  strikes  people 
who  have  achieved  their  goals  in  life. 
They  feel  that  there  is  nothing  left  to  ac¬ 
complish,  or  perhaps  that  the  actual  suc¬ 
cess  is  not  as  satisfying  as  the  work  that  led 
to  its  accomplishment.  Maybe  you  have 
had  somewhat  similar  feelings  after  suc¬ 
cessfully  completing  some  long  and  diffi¬ 
cult  task,  or  after  taking  an  exam  for  which 
you  had  studied  very  hard.  You  may  have 
experienced  a  “letdown”  feeling,  not  an 
unusual  phenomenon  in  such  circum¬ 
stances. 

Who  are  the  people  most  prone  to 
this  disorder?  According  to  statistics. 


women  seem  to  be  more  vulnerable  than 
men.  There  may  not  be  any  basic  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  sexes,  but  women  may 
be  more  likely  to  seek  psychiatric  help, 
while  men,  having  been  taught  to  be  strong 
and  independent,  do  not  want  help.  Some 
writers  have  suggested  that  maybe  women 
lead  more  depressing  lives.  The  mere 
thought  that  a  sink  full  of  dirty  dishes  or  a 
mountain  of  soiled  laundry  is  enough  to 
plunge  some  women  into  despair.  Al¬ 
though  more  women  attempt  suicide,  men 
are  more  likely  to  succeed  in  killing  them¬ 
selves,  possibly  because  they  have  not 
sought  help  when  they  needed  it.  It  is 
known  that  the  rate  of  suicide  in  people 
who  have  been  identified  as  depressed  is 
36  times  that  of  the  general  population. 
Suicide  is  one  of  the  leading  killers  of 
teenagers.

Symptoms  of  Depression 


It  is  important  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  physical,  mental  and 
psychological  symptoms  of 
depression.  When  four  or 
more  of  these  symptoms  per¬ 
sist  for  more  than  two  weeks 
or  are  causing  impairment 
of  ordinary  functioning,  pro¬ 
fessional  treatment,  includ¬ 
ing  a  medical  evaluation, 
should  be  sought. 

•Persistent  sad,  anxious, 
or  “empty”  mood; 

•Loss  of  interest  or  plea¬ 
sure  in  ordinary  activities,  in¬ 
cluding  sex; 

•Decreased  energy,  fa 
tigue,  being  “slowed-down”; 

•Sleep  disturbances  (in¬ 


somnia,  early-morning  wak¬ 
ing,  or  oversleeping); 

•Eating  disturbances  (loss 
of  appetite  and  weight,  or 
weight  gain); 

•Difficulty  concentrating, 
remembering,  making  deci¬ 
sions; 

•Feelings  of  hopeless¬ 
ness,  pessimism; 

•Feelings  of  guilt,  worth¬ 
lessness,  helplessness; 

•Thoughts  of  death  or 
suicide;  suicide  attempts; 

•Irritability; 

•Excessive  crying; 

•Chronic  aches  and  pains 
that  don't  respond  to  treat¬ 
ment.

Six  students  from  Albertville, 
France,  site  of  the  1992  Winter  Olympic

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HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENTS  PREFER  CLINTON; 


AIDS  and  Environment  Cited  as  Biggest  Concens,  According  to  Kaplan  Poll 


NEW  YORK  (Nov.  ,  1992)— A 
nationwide  poll  of  high  school  students 
conducted  recently  revealed  that  34.8  per¬ 
cent  of  students  would  prefer  to  vote  for 
Bill  Clinton  as  the  next  president;  21.0 
percent  of  respondents  would  reelect 
President  Bush;  1 9 .2  percent  would  choose 
Ross  Perot;  20.7  percent  were  undecided, 
while  4.3  percent  had  no  answer.  The  poll, 
commissioned  by  Kaplan  Educational 
Center,  the  nation’s  largest  test  prepara¬ 
tion  company,  surveyed  a  nationally  rep¬ 
resentative  sample  of  1 0,000  students  ages 
fourteen  to  eighteen  at  100  high  schools 
across  the  country.  The  poll  was  conducted 
by  BKG  Youth. 

Despite  their  votes  for  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  candidate,  more  of  the  teens  polled 
consider  themselves  affiliated  with  the 
Republican  party  (25.8  percent)  than  the 
Democratic  party  (22.9  percent).  18.6 
percent  say  they  are  independent;  27.1 
percent  say  they  are  not  affiliated  with  any 
political  party,  and  4.0  percent  would  not 
comment  on  their  affiliation.  1.6  percent 
of  teenagers  polled  said  they  had  “other” 
affiliations. 

“As  an  educational  company 
serving  high  school,  college,  and  graduate 
students,  we  believe  it  is  important  to  be  in 
touch  with  students  ’  opinions  and  values,” 
said  Jonathan  Grayer,  Kaplan’s  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  marketing  and  operations.  “Their 
perspectives  provide  a  window  into  the 
future.” 

The  national  current  events  poll 
also  includes  the  following  findings: 

*  AIDS  is  the  Number  One  Issue  for 
Students 

26.6  percent  of  students  cited 
AIDS  as  the  issue  which  concerns  them 
most,  followed  by  the  environment  (18.5 
percent),  the  economy  (16.5  percent), 
education  (13.9  percent),  abortion  (12.2 
percent),  violence  and  crime  (10.7  per¬ 
cent),  discrimination  (8.6  percent),  teen 
pregnancy  (8.0  percent),  homelessness  (7.7 
percent),  drug  abuse  (7.4  percent),  freedom 


of  speech  (5.2  percent),  and  global  confl  ict 
(3.4  percent).  3.2  percent  of  students  said 
“these  issues  are  too  big  for  me  to  relate 
to.” 

*Teens  Give  President  Bush 
Thumbs  Down  on  AIDS  Issues 

58.5  percent  of  teenagers  polled 
believe  that  President  Bush  is  not  going  far 
enough  to  combat  the  disease,  while  only 
10.4  percent  believe  that  he  has.  31.1 
percent  are  not  sure.  A  daunting  24.2 
percent  know  someone  who  is  HIV  posi¬ 
tive  or  who  has  AIDS. 

*High  School  Students  Have  Mixed 
Views  on  Abortion  Issues 

33.3  percent  of  respondents  said 
they  believe  that  women  under  eighteen 
should  be  allowed  to  have  abortions,  but 
only  with  aparent’s  or  guardian’s  consent. 
29.1  percent  of  teens  polled  believe  that 
abortion  should  be  illegal  for  everyone. 
29.8  percent  said  that  women  under  eigh¬ 
teen  should  be  allowed  to  seek  abortions 
on  their  own.  7.8  percent  of  high  school 
students  surveyed  were  not  sure  of  where 
they  stand  on  this  controversial  topic. 

*High  School  Students  Say  Martin 
Luther  King’s  “Dream”  is  Not  a 
Reality  in  1992 

43.3  percent  of  American  teen¬ 
agers  polled  said  that  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr. ’ s  dream  that  one  day  people  “wil  1 
not  be  judged  by  the  color  of  their  skin,  but 
by  the  content  of  their  character”  has  not 
become  a  reality.  Only  6.5  percent  believe 
it  has.  39.7  percent  said  it  is  “somewhat  of 
a  reality”,  while  6.2  percent  had  no  answer. 

^Students  Say  No  to  U.S.  Military 
Intervention  in  Bosnia 

While  37.7  percent  of  respon¬ 
dents  said  they  were  not  sure  whether  the 
U.S.  should  intervene  with  military  force 
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to  stop  the  bloodshed  in  Bosnia,  34.1  per¬ 
cent  felt  the  U.S .  should  not  intervene,  and 

21 .3  percent  believed  that  the  U.S.  should 
step  in  to  halt  the  “ethnic  cleansing.”  6.9 
percent  had  no  answer  when  asked  this 
question. 

^Parents  Are  Responsible  for 
Teaching  Values;  So  is  TV,  Say 
Teens 

Seventy-five  percent  of  teenag¬ 
ers  polled  said  parents  are  most  respon¬ 
sible  for  teaching  young  people  values;

$20,000  “Windfall” 
Revitalizes 

School  Library  Facility 

With  a  $20,000  acquisition  resulting 
from  a  combination  of  parental  gifts,  a 
special  state  appropriation,  and  the  annual 
city  education  budget,  the  Boston  Latin 
School  Library  has  supplemented  its  ex¬ 
isting  facilities  with  an  onslaught  of  new 
material.  In  the  words  of  Ms.  Fellows,  the 
B.L.S.  librarian:  “  after  several  lean  years 
of  funding,  the  library  received  a  windfall 
of  $20,000  in  1992  -  93,  [which  has  been 
used]  to  update  and  increase  its  collec¬ 
tion.”  And  this  “windfall  funding”  has 
been  put  to  good  use:  the  reference  section 
now  includes  a  variety  of  multicultural 
topics,  from  Islam  to  Africa,  and  other

women.  Muldculturalism  also  abounds  in 
the  fiction  collection,  which  has  added 
titles  from  every  inhabited  continent,  cov¬ 
ering  a  wide  field  of  interest  and  entertain¬ 
ment. 

Closer  to  home,  the  United  States  that  is, 
a  slew  of  books  covering  the  American 
Civil  War  now  line  the  reference  shelves. 
This  is  particularly  good  news  to  U.S. 
History  students  looking  for  report  topics 
and  information.  Finally,  students  of  all 
classes  will  benefit  from  the  extensive 
variety  of  literary  criticisms  available,  both 
old  and  new.  These  literature  supplements 
will  not  only  increase  understanding  of 
required  reading,  but  also  provide  a  legal 
alternative  to  “critical  evaluations”  that 
discourage  any  experience  of  actual  liter¬ 
ary  study. 

Readers  may  be  thinking  “books,  books , 
and  more  books!”  However,  the  library 
has  taken  this  financial  opportunity  to  its 
highest  potential,  subscribing  to  over  sev¬ 
enty  magazines  and  newspapers  which 
will  start  arriving  in  January,  as  well  as 
renewing  its  Infotrac  and  microfiche  sub¬ 
scription,  a  valuable  resource  of  which 
many  students  and  teachers  are  still  igno¬ 
rant. 


According  to  Ms.  Fellows,  “The  Infotrac 
program  is  a  magazine  index”  to  which  the 
library  first  began  subscribing  about  three 
years  ago.  The  system  catalogs  upwards 
of  200  magazines  each  month  from  the 
past  five  to  seven  years.  Boston  Latin 
School’s  subscription  also  offers  a  micro¬ 
fiche  option ,  wh  ich  allows  the  user  to  print 
the  needed  articles.  No  more  digging 
through  back  orders  of,  say.  Time  maga¬ 
zine  to  get  that  last  reference  for  a  bibli¬ 
ography! 

While  the  library  is  primarily  an  aca¬ 
demic  resource,  it  does  provide  various 
recreation  materials  such  as  novel,  teen¬ 
age  interest  books,  and  hobby  books  rang¬ 
ing  in  topics  from  pet  care  to  holiday  crafts 
and  cookery.  If  in-school  extra  curricular 
activities  have  you  a  bit  stressed,  these 
books  are  certainly  worth  looking  into. 

So  whether  your  business  is  research, 
extra  study,  or  an  escape  from  work,  check 
out  the  new  and  improved  library.  Ms. 
Fellows  summed  it  up  perfectly  saying, 
“The  purpose  of  the  library  is  not  only  to 
back  up  the  curriculum  but  also  to  provide 
recreational  books”  for  B.L.S.  attendants 
of  all  ages. 


The  International  Fair  is  a  project 
that  started  last  year  under  the  guidance  of 
Lucia  Columbaro  and  a  planning  com¬ 
mittee.  Working  together,  they  were  able 
to  set  up  general  guidelines,  which  had  all 
different  kinds  of  school  clubs  buying 
booth  space  to  offer  all  of  those  attending 
the  fair  a  taste  of  what  they  are  all  about. 
There  would  be  songs,  dances,  and  foods 
from  around  the  world,  as  well  as  many 
cultural  murals.  Due  to  the  amount  of 
planning  necessary  to  make  such  a  fair 
possible,  the  project  was  passed  on  to  this 
year's  senior  class  to  complete. 

Norma  Acebedo,  who  took  over 
after  Lucia  graduated,  says  that  the  fair's 
serious  planning  will  take  placein  January. 
The  committee  will  be  getting  in  touch 
with  bands  (from  colleges,  etc)  and  find¬ 
ing  artists  for  the  murals.  Booth  prices  will 
be  announced,  and  they  will  be  contacting 
related  clubs  (e.g.  The  African  Cultural 
Society,  The  Southeast  Asian  Cultures 
Club)  to  find  out  what  they  can  make 
available  to  the  event.  According  to  Norma, 
The  International  fair  is  "depending  on 
volunteers  big  time",  so  any  student  who 
wants  to  lend  a  hand  can  contact  Norma  in 
101  or  Nina  Columbaro  in  102.

The  tri-candidate  Presidential 
election  has  shown  Americans’  discon¬ 
tent  with  the  present  political  system. 
It  has  gotten  other  people  involved  in  the 
voting  process.  Mr.  Kinsey,  a  History 
teacher,  and  Ms.  Washington,  Head  of  the 
History  Department,  commented  on 
Election  ’92. 

HOW  DID  THE  NEGATIVE  CAM¬ 
PAIGNING  AFFECT  THE  PRESIDEN¬ 
TIAL  ELECTION  OF  1992? 

Mr.  Kinsey:  “It  had  less  of  an  effect  than 
the  Dukakis  and  B  ush  race  because  Clinton 
had  a  team  that  responded  within  hours  of 
any  negative  factors.  Clinton  learned  not 
to  wait  to  respond  to  negative  campaign¬ 
ing  from  the  effects  that  negative  cam¬ 
paigning  had  on  Dukakis.” 

Ms.  Washington:  “I  was  upset  to  see  a 
President  use  such  low  tactics.  This  is  not 
what  you  expect  from  a  head  of  state.  I  do 
not  believe  that  Bush  by  nature  would  do 


this.  So  I  wonder  who  the  people  are  who 
influence  Bush.  This  speaks  about  ethics. 
Is  winning  everything?  Bush’s  tactics 
turned  people  off  from  him  and  made  them 
look  for  a  candidate  who  exhibited  the 
true  leadership.” 

WHAT  FACTOR  IN  THE  PRESIDEN¬ 
TIAL  ELECTION  DO  YOU  THINK 
ROSS  PEROT  PLAYED  AS  A  THIRD 
CANDIDATE? 

Mr.  Kinsey:  “He  played  a  positive  factor 
in  the  election.  Perot  focused  on  the 
economy.  This  got  people  and  the  other 
two  candidates  focusing  on  the  economy. 
He  displayed  the  negative  feelings  people 
had  towards  government  and  got  people 
involved  in  voting.” 

Ms.  Washington:  “Ross  Perot  served  as  a 
negative  factor  because  he  took  votes  away 
from  both  candidates.  However,  he  did 
raise  important  issues  on  the  economy  and 
deficit.  His  charts  and  graphs  were  not 
always  accurate.  He  did  not  thoroughly 
explain  why  the  data  was  the  way  that  he 
presented  it.  He  gave  simplistic  explana¬ 


tions  about  charts  and  graphs.” 

WOULD  YOU  HAVE  SUPPORTED 
ROSS  PEROT  IF  HE  HAD  NOT 
DROPPED  OUT  OF  THE  PRESIDEN¬ 
TIAL  RACE  AND  LATER  REJOINED 
IT? 

Mr.  Kinsey:  “No.  His  campaign  was  too 
limited.  He  was  an  unsuitable  personality. 
I  question  whether  he  would  be  able  to 
work  well  with  Congress.” 

Ms.  Washington:  “No.  He  was  not  scru¬ 
tinized  like  Clinton.  I  did  not  feel  confi¬ 
dent  with  him.  He  would  not  allow  him¬ 
self  to  be  investigated.  Perot  used  the 
power  of  the  purse  to  dictate.  A  candidate 
cannot  dictate  in  an  election.” 

WITH  THE  PRESIDENT-ELECT  BE¬ 
ING  BILL  CLINTON,  DO  YOU  THINK 
THAT  AMERICA  WILL  TAKE  A  POSI¬ 
TIVE  ECONOMIC  TURN  IN  THE  FU¬ 
TURE?  IF  SO,  HOW  LONG  DO  YOU 
FEEL  IT  WILL  TAKE? 

Mr.  Kinsey:  “Yes,  I  believe  there  will  be 
a  positive  economic  turn,  hopefully  by  the 


end  of  the  first  term.  He  is  also  more  in 
tune  with  social  problems  than  Bush,  so 
there  should  be  a  positive  turn  there,  also.” 
Ms.  Washington:  “It  took  twelve  years  to 
get  into  this  mess,  and  it  will  take  much 
longer  to  get  out.  Many  wonder  if  Clinton 
will  be  able  to  make  progress  on  domestic 
policies.  We  must  also  consider  that 
America  has  slipped  into  a  new  age  and 
does  not  know  how  to  compete.  A  lot  of 
the  problem  is  out  of  Clinton’s  control. 
How  well  we  train  people  to  work  and 
compete  in  the  global  economy  is  impor¬ 
tant.  We  must  remember  that  education 
and  the  economy  tie  in  together.  If  we<w+ 
train  people,  the  economy  will  not  turn 
around.  This  takes  long-range  planning 
and  growth  of  the  nation.  We  also  do  not 
know  what  to  do  concerning  Third  World 
nations.  We  must  learn  how  to  respect  and 
work  with  other  people  and  nations.  “ 

As  President-Elect,  Clinton  ob¬ 
viously  has  a  lot  of  cleaning  up  to  do  with 
the  economy  and  social  issues  in  America. 
Only  time  will  tell  if  he  is  truly  able  to  keep 
his  campaign  promises.

The  word  “apathetic”  has  been 
used  to  describe  theclass  of  1993.  Wejust 
don’t  care.  According  to  the  faculty  and 
the  student  body,  the  senior  class  has  some 
major  problems  to  own  up  to. 

One  way  to  judge  a  class  is  to 
look  to  their  student  government  and,  as 
Lakeatha  Lanier’s  article  on  page  three 
points  out,  this  year's  officers  have  brought 
much  dissatisfaction  from  the  seniors  and 
the  faculty.  While  there  are  officers  work¬ 
ing  hard  to  do  their  best,  many  feel  that  not 
enough  is  being  done  to  successfully  bring 
the  class  to  Graduation  Day. 

The  student  government,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  the  only  symptom  of  an  ailing 
class.  Much  of  what  is  happening,  or  not 
happening,  with  the  senior  class  can  be 
attributed  to  race  relations.  This  is  a  tricky 
subject  to  deal  with.  It  was  one  that  emerged 
last  year  over  something  as  simple  as  a 


prom  song,  and  it  didn’t  end  there.  It  has 
been  a  very  subtle  force  this  year.  On  the 
day  club  photographs  were  taken  for  the 
yearbook,  harsh  words  were  everywhere, 
with  all  groups  represented.  Comments 
regarding  the  African  Cultural  Society, 
Irish  Cultural  Society,  Asian  Cultures  Club, 
and  the  Hispanic  Society  were  all  equally 
vicious.  Boston  Latin  School  is  known  as 
a  “melting  pot”  where  young  adults  of 
different  cultures  come  together  for  an 
education,  but  it  just  isn’t  happening.  One 
club  picture  was  completely  separated  into 
groups  of  Asian,  white,  black,  and  His¬ 
panic  students.  Clubs  that  were  formed  to 
bring  about  pride  in  one’s  culture  did  more 
to  exclude  other  cultures. 

Aside  from  these  larger  issues, 
smaller  indications  of  a  class  without  an 
identity  are  apparent  every  day.  Senior 
Spirit  Week  came  and  went  rather  unno¬ 


ticed.  The  class  voted  for  the  “class  super¬ 
latives”  with  categories  copied  word  for 
word  from  last  year’s  class  with  no  addi¬ 
tions,  and  fund-raisers  such  as  the  usually 
productive  Magazine  Drive  flopped. 

The  students  are  not  solely  to 
blame.  Many  students  believe  that  the 
faculty  is  also  responsible  for  the  class’s 
less-than-desirable  reputation.  They  were 
never  treated  as  well  as  last  year’s  seniors 
or  this  year’s  juniors,  almost  like  they  are 
a  “forgotten  class.” 

Overall,  the  lack  of  identity  has 
led  to  a  lack  of  school  spirit.  Seniors  just 
want  to  graduate  and  move  on,  myself 
included.  Let’s  hope  that  we  can  at  least 
start  to  resolve  our  differences  (or  indiffer¬ 
ence)  and  come  together  by  June  13th  in 
order  to  give  the  lower  classes  a  group  of 
students  to  look  up  to.

Many  seniors  have  expressed 
concern  about  how  senior  class  govern¬ 
ment  is  being  run.  This  article  was  origi¬ 
nally  intended  to  inform  the  seniors  and 
the  rest  of  the  school  of  the  activities  of  the 
class  officers  and  to  indicate  the  dissatis¬ 
faction  of  the  overall  class.  It  was  not 
meant  to  single  out  any  individuals.  How¬ 
ever,  as  the  article  progressed,  the  dis¬ 
content  seemed  to  be  projected  at  certain 
class  officers.  I  interviewed  those  involved 
to  get  their  responses  to  some  commonly 
asked  questions  and  comments. 

Dan  Farnkoff,  Senior  Class  President: 

How  do  you  think  the  senior 
class  government  has  done  this  year  in 
comparison  to  the  campaign  promises 
and  other  senior  class  governments? 

(This  year),  our  prime  focus  is  to 
maintain  senior  privileges  and  the  garage. 
We  try  to  fulfill  our  work  load,  and  people 
should  be  primarily  concerned  with  grades 
and  colleges. 

What  efforts  have  you  made  as 
President  in  fundraising,  class  unity, 
and  other  activities  of  the  class? 

Well,  I  am  undertaking  the  rental 
of  a  movie  theater.  If  the  idea  goes  well 
with  the  students,  I  will  present  it  to  the 
administrators.  We  plan  to  reinstitute  the 
Peer  Discussion  Group.  The  class  is  not  as 
united  as  itshouldbe.  We  are  very  cliquey. 

What  is  your  projection  of  this 
year’s  senior  expenses  due  to 
fundraising?

*7  don’t  know  why  the  presi¬ 
dent  is  handling  the  money,  why  the  trea¬ 
surer  allows  it,  and  why  the  secretary 
thinks  five  dress-up  days  is  a  pressing 
issue." 

I  was  involved  with  finances  to 
help  get  into  the  full  swing  of  things.  I  did 


not  want  to  impose  upon  Latesha  the 
collecting  of  garage  money.  I  have  not 
seen  the  money  since  the  first  week  of 
senior  lounge. 

“Kim,  Latesha,  and  sometimes 
Sara  really  get  involved.  Latesha  is  doing 
a  lot  to  raise  money,  while  Kim  is  con¬ 
stantly  talking  to  the  headmaster  to  make 
life  easier  for  us,  but  the  others  are  not 
living  up  to  expectations.  The  election 
was  a  popularity  contest...  Dan  can't  do 
the  job.  If  Kim  wasn  t  there,  we  would  be 
in  a  real  mess  now.  Every  lounge  period, 
Latesha  finds  someone  to  sell  stuff  in 
order  to  raise  money.  Her  efforts  and 
Kim  s  arefrequently  displayed,  but  Dan '  s 
for  the  most  part  are  non-existent.  As  far 
as  Sara  is  concerned,  not  a  lot  is  known 
about  her  effort,  so  it  would  be  unjust  to 
criticize  her." 

The  perception  may  exist  (that  I 
am  not  doing  my  job).  One  may  think  that 
one’s  job  is  done,  but  others  may  not. 

Class  Committee  member:  "We 
are  lacking  in  fundraising.  Dan  is  very 
nonchalant.

Kim  is  virtually  the  Presi¬ 
dent;  actually,  it  is  as  if  we  all  are." 

People  take  pot  shots  at  you  from 
the  side.  They  do  not  have  the  whole  class 
interest  at  hand.  Ask  that  person  if  they 
are  doing  their  job.  We  are  limited  in  our 
capacity.” 

Any  closing  remarks? 

I  hope  that  people  will  enjoy 
themselves  with  a  balance  between  aca¬ 
demics  and  fun.  I  am  satisfied  with  what 
is  happening.  People  are  welcome  to 
attend  meetings  and  get  involved.

ISLAMIC  WOMEN  AND  A  WORLD  HISTORY  CLASS

On  January  11, 1993,  an  intrigu¬ 
ing  visitor  spoke  to  Ms.  Kelley  and  Mr. 
Shire's  R2  World  History  class.  Imam 
Eid,  who  isoriginally  from  Lebanon,  came 
to  discuss  the  role  of  women  in  the  Islamic 
culture.  He  dispelled  myths  about  Islam 
while  frankly  answering  questions  from 
the  students. 

What  led  to  the  Imam's  arrival? 
His  connection  to  BLS  is  by  way  of  Mr. 
Shire.  The  two  met  in  1978  at  Harvard's 
Center  for  International  Affairs  through 
the  teaching  resource  center  for  Middle 
East  studies  (Harvard,  by  the  way,  gra¬ 
ciously  lent  many  materials  for  the  Imam's 
talk).  Intrigued  by  a  discussion  thr  Imam 
gave  about  the  Islamic  prayer  ritual,  Mr. 
Shire  invited  him  to  be  his  guest  on  a  radio 
call-in  talk  show  that  he  hosted  on  Satur¬ 
day  mornings  entitled  "Ambassador's  Fo¬ 
rum."  Although  the  Imam  was  technically 
not  an  ambassador,  Mr.  Shire  believed  that 
he  was  an  ambassador  on  behalf  of  Islam, 
an  often  misunderstood  and  misrepresented 
religion  in  the  western  media.  Mr.  Shire 
and  the  Imam  kept  in  touch  over  the  years. 


Recently,  Mr.  Shire's  World  His¬ 
tory  class  was  studying  the  Islamic

culture,  and  he  thought  that  it  would  be 
valuable  for  the  students  to  learn  about  the 
less-comprehended  aspects  of  Islam,  in 
particular  the  role  of  women,  from  some¬ 
one  who  knew  first-hand  about  them  -  the 
Imam.  After  clearing  things  with  author¬ 
ity,  Mr.  Shire  extended  an  invitation  to  the 
Imam  to  the  speak  to  the  class,  which  he 
accepted.  The  Imam  discussed  the  rights 
and  responsibilties  of  each  member  of 
society  in  Islam,  as  well  as  the  dress  and 
the  actual  treatment  of  women.  Several  of 
the  students  asked  some  rather  forthright 
questions,  which  the  Imam  answered  can¬ 
didly.  Mr.  Shire  believes  that,  "The  stu¬ 
dents  appreciate  this  kind  of  experience 
much  more  than  the  information  coming 
from  a  textbook  or  a  teacher.  ...I  think  that 
the  Imam's  presentation  was  very  well 


received  and  understood." 

The  Imam's  discussion  was  a  suc¬ 
cess,  not  to  mention  a  viable  alternative  to 
the  standard  methods  of  teaching.  The 
students  of  Ms.  Kelley  and  Mr.  Shire's 
World  History  class  should  consider  them¬ 
selves  fortunate  to  have  witnessed  this 
event.

A:  No,  they  do  not  have  to  get  married. 
Yes,  they  can  get  remarried. 

Anita  Siegfriedt:  Does  the  woman  have 
any  say  in  whether  her  husband  can  have 
another  wife? 

A:  Yes.  If  before  the  marriage  it  is  written 
in  the  contract  that  she  does  not  want  her 
husband  to  have  other  wives,  then  he  can¬ 
not.  However,  if  it  is  not  in  the  contract, 
she  has  no  say. 

Ana  Vieira:  Are  Muslims  allowed  to  marry 
outside  of  their  religion? 

A:  Muslim  men  are  allowed  to  marry  out 
of  their  religion  to  Christians  and  Jews,  but 
Muslim  women  are  not  allowed  because 
Muslims  fear  that  they  will  lose  their  iden¬ 
tity.

On  Tuesday,  January  26,  1993, 
eighty-two  deserving  juniors  and  seniors 
received  the  highest  honor  for  their  dedi¬ 
cation  to  scholarship,  service,  leadership, 
and  character:  induction  into  the  National 
Honor  Society.  While  the  mid-morning 
assembly  focused  upon  the  administration 
of  the  N.H.S.  pledge  and  the  awarding  of 
pins  to  the  inductees,  equally  important 
were  the  speeches  made  to  explain  and 
commemorate  these  events.  First,  after 
the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  (and  National 
Anthem  of  course),  vice-president  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  at  Boston  Latin, 
Michelle  McCleary,  reviewed  the  criteria 
for  selection  into  N.H.S.  She  described 
the  qualities  possessed  by  not  only  the

“A  compassionate  new  play  about 
four  generations  of  mothers  and  daugh¬ 
ters.”  Does  this  sound  like  a  sappy,  tear- 
jerking  melodrama?  This  estimation  is  far 
from  the  truth.  While  Mv  Mother  Said  I 
Never  Should  (the  title  is  from  a  British 
nursery  rhyme)  does  have  its  emotional 
parts,  the  play  is  also  filled  with  many 
humorous  moments.  For  some  reason, 
though,  the  latest  Huntington  production 
is  not  quite  worthy  of  glowing  praise. 
What  elements  hold  back  further  acclaim? 

Most  of  the  problems  lie  with 
Charlotte  Keatley’s  script.  Mv  Mother 
Said  I  Never  Should  is  a  play  about  life,  so 
of  course  the  work  has  both  merits  and 
flaws.  On  the  plus  side,  the  lines  are  of  a 
classic  theme;  the  issues  and  attitudes  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  characters  are  as  relevant 
today  as  they  were  in  their  various  time 
periods  (e.g.,  Jackie,  the  child  of  the  ’60s, 
wanting  a  career  but  not  children;  women 
in  the  work  force).  The  scenes  are  also 
memorable.  Interactions  between  the 
women  leave  an  impression  on  the  audi¬ 
ence,  thanks  to  the  snappy  dialogue. 

Yet  Keatley’s  work  has  its  prob¬ 
lems.  The  time  variances  are  disconcert¬ 
ing.  The  switching  from  decade  to  decade 
-  not  in  chronological  order  and  all  in  the 
space  of  ten  minutes  -  leaves  even  the 
most  alert  person  frazzled.  Transition,  as 
a  result,  is  choppy  rather  than  smooth.  In 
addition,  the  wasteland  scenes  serve  no 
purpose,  except  to  confuse  the  audience 


even  more.  Keatley  brings  out  the  idea 
that  there  are  psychological  wounds  to 
probe,  but  then  never  pursues  them.  The 
only  time  any  hint  of  injury  is  suggested 
comes  near  the  end  of  the  play,  with  the 
dragged-out  confrontation  between  Jackie 
and  Rosie  over  the  true  identity  of  Rosie’s 
mother. 

The  play  is  poorly  directed  by 
Charles  Towers.  The  end  of  the  play  is  the 
mirror  image  of  the  finale  of  the

Huntington’s  last  production.  Long  Day’s 
Journey  into  Night,  where  Doris,  like  Mary 
from  LDJ,  recalls  happier  times  with  her 
husband.  The  lighting  is  also  the  same;  the 
woman  is  in  the  spotlight,  while  the  other 
characters  encircle  her  in  the  shadows. 
Towers  should  have  known  better  than  to 
copy  a  recent  work. 

Mv  Mother  Said  I  Never  Should 
is  not  a  total  disaster,  however.  The  acting 
is  potent.  Pauline  Flanagan  shines  as  Doris, 
the  tie  that  binds  the  four  generations  of 
women.  She  is,  however,  a  little  too  much 
like  Patricia  Connolly,  the  actress  who 
portrayed  Mary  in  Long  Day’s  Journey. 
Less  motherly  meddling  would  fix  this. 
Kate  Goehring,  portraying  the  character  of 


Rosie,  has  the  audience  in  gales  of  laugh¬ 
ter  with  her  sparkling  wit.  By  the  time  her 
evolution  from  infancy  to  the  threshold  of 
adulthood  is  complete,  she  reminds  one  of 
Sara  Gilbert,  the  actress  who  plays  Darlene 
on  Roseanne.  In  comparison  to  her  fellow 
actresses,  Elizabeth  Franz,  Margaret,  is  a 
disappointment.  She  drags  the  show  down 
with  her  depressing  character.  Then  again, 
she  may  be  affected  by  her  death  sentence. 
The  most  striking  performance  is  from 
Linda  Emond.  Her  Jackie  is  a  three-di¬ 
mensional  character.  The  audience  feels 
for  her  in  her  dilemma  to  do  what  is  best. 
She  is  a  force  with  whom  to  be  reckoned; 
her  range  of  emotions  is  amazing.  A 
performance  of  this  caliber  has  not  been 
seen  at  the  Huntington  for  quite  a  while. 

Another  cheer  of  excellence 
should  be  given  to  Costume  Designer 
Barbra  Kravitz.  She  has  obviously  re¬ 
searched  the  time  periods  well  (perhaps 
she  watched  episodes  of  Homefront  for 
1940’s  designs!).  It  is  interesting  to  note 
the  similarities  in  clothing  styles  then  and 
now;  Margaret’s  stretch  pants  and  over¬ 
sized  blouse  worn  in  the  1950’s  are  just  as 
popular  today.  ‘90’s  teenage  girls  will 
even  get  a  blast  from  their  past;  Rosie,  at 
age  eleven  in  1982  wearing  the  lacy.  Ma¬ 
donna-esq  ue  hair  bows,  brings  back  memo¬ 
ries. 

Now,  to  answer  the  question  the 
title  of  this  review  begs:  Should  Mother 
have  said  to  see  this  play?  Yes,  as  long  as 
one  docs  not  spend  all  of  his  or  her  money 
to  do  so. 


Finally,  Boston  Latin’s  Headmas¬ 
ter,  Michael  Contompasis,  reminded  the 
inductees  to  continue  their  dedication  to 
scholarship,  service,  leadership,  and 
character,  while  he  encouraged  parents  to 
petition  the  Massachusetts  legislature 
concerning  the  current  School  Reform  Bill. 

TheB.L.S.  Senior  Concert  Band 
graciously  provided  the  ceremony  with  its 
musical  touch;  Mack  the  Knife’s  “The 
Threepenny  Opera,”  seemed  to  be  the 
audience’s  favorite,  adults  and  students 
alike.  After  the  ceremony,  parents,  teach¬ 
ers,  and  N.H.S.  members  mingled  to  the 
music  of  the  Boston  Latin  String  Orches¬ 
tra  while  browsing  the  A.P.  Art  Class’ 
exhibit.  When  it  was  all  over,  the  newly 
inducted  went  their  separate  ways  to  enjoy 
a  rare  afternoon  off.

In  a  day  and  age  when  movies 
tend  to  be  sold  on  the  sex  appeal  of  their 
stars,  the  violence  of  their  conflicts,  and 
the  humor  of  simple-minded  one-liners, 
Used  People  is  a  wonderful  surprise.  Set 
in  Queens,  1969,  it  is  a  story  with  many 
aspects.  A  love  story,  the  main  partici¬ 
pants  are  m  iddle-aged  and  have  what  seem 
to  be  irreconcilable  differences.  Shirley 
MacLaine  plays  a  Jewish  housewife 
struggling  with  her  crumbling  family  and 
shocked  by  the  death  of  her  husband. 
Marcello  Mastriolanni,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  a  cultured  Italian  who,  besides  having 
traveled  the  world,  spouts  quotes  ranging 
from  Shakespeare  to  Octavio  Paz. 
MacLaine  answers  with  one  of  her  mother’s 
Yiddish  proverbs.  Despite  the  unusual 
characters  and  quirks  (an  air  conditioner 
and  a  home-cooked  Italian  meal  usually 
are  not  thought  of  as  romantic  gifts),  the 
story  is  winning  and  romantic.  Both  actors 
give  wonderful  performances,  and  the 
script  is  filled  with  humor  and  drama. 

At  the  same  time,  family  is  an 
important  element  to  the  movie. 
MacLaine’s  two  daughters  are  divorced. 
One  dresses  up  as  movie  stars  to  escape  the 
destruction  of  her  dead  child  and  the  de¬ 
sertion  of  her  husband.  The  other  is  over¬ 
weight  and  unhappy,  feeling  cheated  of 
her  life.  MacLaine’s  troubled  grandson, 
meanwhile,  thinks  he  is  Superman  and 
pulls  dangerous  stunts  in  order  to  prove  it. 
The  characters  and  relationships  are  well- 
developed  and  complex,  and  the  drama  is 
moving  and  meaningful.  The  acting  is 
superb,  with  Jessica  Tandy  particularly 
enjoyable  in  the  humorous  role  of 
MacLaine’s  aging  mother.

Alcoholism 


Alcoholism  is  a  disease  in  which 
the  drinking  of  alcohol  or  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  becomes  a  compulsion.  Sometimes 
called  dipsomania  (Greek  for  “drink  mad¬ 
ness”),  alcoholism  is  said  to  afflict  an 
estimated  5,000,00  Americans.  Five  out 
of  six  alcoholics  are  men  between  the  ages 
of  30  and  55,  but  alcoholism  among  teens 
has  been  increasing  over  the  years.  It 
ranks  as  one  of  the  most  prevalent  diseases 
in  the  United  States  and  has  become  a 
major  health  problem. 

Doctors  do  not  know  the  real 
reason  why  alcoholics  drink.  Many  people 
drink  to  escape  from  tensions,  frustra¬ 
tions,  and  anxieties.  Some  individuals 
handle  everyday  problems  by  developing 
psychological  defenses,  but  the  alcoholic ’s 
tolerance  for  daily  stress  is  so  low  that  he 
or  she  resorts  to  alcohol  as  a  drug  for  relief. 
The  true  alcoholic  believes  that  only  alco¬ 
hol  can  make  his  or  her  life  bearable. 

Alcoholism  and  drunkenness  are 
not  the  same.  Many  people  can  get  drunk 
but  are  not  alcoholics.  Some  people  drink 
to  show  off,  to  be  “sociable,”  or  to  experi¬ 
ment,  but  alcoholics  drink  because  they 
must.  They  do  not  plan  to  drink.  They  may 
even  dislike  the  taste  of  the  beverage.  The 
urge  to  drink,  however,  is  so  strong  that  it 
cannot  be  controlled. 


Alcohol  is  a  depressant,  not  a 
stimulant,  and  causes  a  person  to  do  things 
one  might  not  ordinarily  do.  Common 
effects  include  confusion,  disorientation, 
and  disturbing  hallucinations,  and  contin¬ 
ued  alcohol  abuse  can  lead  to  severe  physi¬ 
cal  and  mental  deterioration. 

Because  so  many  factors  enter 
into  the  making  of  an  alcoholic,  treatment 
is  complex.  Usually,  doctors  first  care  for 
the  patient’s  physical  needs.  The  indi¬ 
vidual  has  violent  reactions  when  he  or  she 
cannot  obtain  the  usual  amounts  of  alco¬ 
hol,  for  which  the  doctor  can  give  seda¬ 
tives.  Alcoholics  Anonymous  (A.A.)  is  a 
fellowship  of  men  and  women  who  share 
their  sometimes  painful  experiences  to 
help  each  other  solve  their  common  prob¬ 
lem.  The  group’s  success  rate  is  remark¬ 
able,  with  less  than  half  of  those  who  join 
never  having  a  relapse.  The  fellowship 
has  about  150,000  members  in  more  than 
5,000  local  groups  throughout  the  world.

Strictly  from  watching  the  behav¬ 
ior  of  my  peers,  I  have  come  to  the  realiza¬ 
tion  that  the  ‘Just  Say  No’  message  did  not 
reach  many  people  except  me,  and  even  I 
did  not  buy  the  whole  package.

To  drink  or  not  to 
drink  is  basically  what  I  am  asking  myself 
these  days.

This  year,  Chinese  New  Y ear  was 
observed  on  January  23.  On  the  Chinese 
calendar,  this  is  the  year  4691 ,  the  year  of 
the  Rooster.  Years  in  the  Chinese  calendar 
are  referred  to  by  a  series  of  twelve  ani¬ 
mals  which  are,  in  order,  the  Rat,  Ox, 
Tiger,  Rabbit,  Dragon,  Snake,  Horse,  Ram 
(or  Goat),  Monkey,  Rooster,  Dog,  and  Pig. 

A  few  of  the  preparations  for  the 
holiday  include  cleaning  the  house  and 
buying  new  clothes.  On  the  eve  of  Chinese 
New  Year,  the  family  eats  a  lavish  dinner 
consisting  of  several  dishes  (e.g.,  chicken, 
fish ,  and  Ch  inese  pastries)  .OnNewYear’s 
Day,  people  usually  visit  other  people’s 
homes  to  wish  them  a  good  and  prosperous 
New  Year.  During  Chinese  New  Year,  the 
houses  arc  adorned  with  colorful  flowers, 
and  decorative  scrolls  hung  on  the  walls. 
The  homes  are  also  stocked  with  fruits, 
especially  oranges,  and  there  is  usually  a 
fancy  candy  tray  filled  with  varieties  of 
sweets.  Parents  give  children  “Lai  Se,” 
which  are  red  envelopes  with  ornate  gold 
lettering  or  pictures.  These  “Lai  Se”  con¬ 
tain  “lucky”  money,  which  signifies  pros¬ 
perity. 

Around  New  Year’s,  people  are 
superstitious  and  careful  about  what  they 
say.  They  often  wish  people  a  happy  and 
prosperous  New  Year,  filled  with  good 
luck  and  money.  They  say  as  many  good 
things  as  possible,  but  if  they  do  say  some¬ 
thing  bad,  they  immediately  say  some¬ 
thing  good  so  they  will  not  be  cursed  with 
bad  luck  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  Another 
superstition  is  that  people  arc  not  allowed 
to  wash  their  hair  on  New  Year’s  Day  or 
sweep  the  floor  because  this  is  supposed  to 
drive  all  the  luck  away,  nor  are  they  al¬ 
lowed  to  buy  new  clothes  or  shoes.  Some 
people  also  wait  until  midnight  to  eat  a 
vegetarian  dinner  on  New  Year’s  Eve  be¬ 
cause  it  is  supposed  to  bring  a  longer  life  to 
their  parents. 

In  Chinatowns  across  the  United 
States,  there  are  many  festivals  that  take 
place,  including  a  Lion  Dance  and  fire¬ 
works.  In  Boston,  the  Lion  Dance  in 
Chinatown  is  usually  one  of  the  biggest 
attractions.  The  lion  dancers  visit  busi¬ 
nesses,  wishing  them  a  prosperous  New 
Year,  and  in  return,  they  receive  lucky 
money  in  the  “Lai  Se.”  This  year,  the  New 
Year  Celebration  in  Chinatown  was  on 
Sunday,  January  31,  with  festivities  hav¬ 
ing  begun  at  noon. 


Year  of  the  Goat 
1931*  1943*  1955*  1967*  1979*  1991 
A  goat  often  puts  his/her  hoof  in  his/her  mouth,  but 
usually  the  goat  can  be  engagingly  charming.  Al¬ 
though  the  first  to  complain  about  things,  the  goat 
still  appreciates  the  elegant  and  artistic  side  of  life. 
Aelhetic  and  stylish,  you  enjoy  being  a  private  per¬ 
son.  Goats  do  well  as  actors  or  as  gardeners.  Goals 
are  compatible  with  the  Pig  and  the  Rabbit;  your 
opposite  is  the  Buffalo.

Electives  have  come  and  gone, 
and  the  options  a  student  has  are  rather 
predictable.  Should  you  take  French  or 
Spanish?  Chemistry  or  Physics?  English 
or.. .English?  There  are  some  interesting 
courses  available  to  students,  such  as  Com¬ 
prehensive  Chinese  and  Humanities,  but 
even  these  courses  seem  rather  typical. 

The  course  offerings  are  not  use¬ 
less  by  any  means,  but  couldn't  there  be 
some  courses  introduced  that  are  a  bit 
more  relevant  to  the  student  body? 
Courses  that  benefit  not  only  the  entire 
student  body  but  also  the  individual  stu¬ 
dent?  Why  isn't  there  an  African  Ameri¬ 


can  History  course?  Or  a  Native  American 
History  course?  Or  a  number  of  other 
courses  that  deal  with  the  struggles  and 
achievements  of  every  man,  not  just  the 
man  with  the  chariot  or  the  powdered  wig? 

What  may  surprise  you  is  that 
courses  like  these  can  be  made  available. 
BLS  once  had  a  course  that  taught  about 
Latin  America.  It  was  brought  into  the 
curriculum  but  faded  away  due  to  lack  of 
student  involvement. 

What  is  the  process  that  would 
put  a  course  on  the  elective  sheet?  The 
idea  for  a  course  first  goes  through  the 
department  at  school  in  which  it  would  be 


a  part.  For  instance,  a  Russian  History 
course  would  go  through  the  History  Dept. 
Then,  if  there  is  enough  interest  by  the 
students  and  the  faculty,  the  idea  can  be 
realized. 

I  don't  think  anyone  is  saying  that 
the  courses  presently  offered  are  not  im¬ 
portant.  That  doesn't  mean  that  there  isn't 
room  for  improvement.  Students  should 
have  many  choices  about  what  subjects 
they  will  be  studying  for  at  least  a  year. 
Why  not  make  some  of  those  choices 
courses  that  students  and  faculty  feel  ex¬ 
ceptionally  strong  about?  Fight  for  your 
course.

The  Little 
Strike  That 
Couldn't 


The  Boston  School  Committee, 
on  March  10th,  formalized  its  decision  to 
release  $2.8  million  owed  to  the  teachers' 
union  health  and  welfare  fund  and  to  agree 
to  mediation  in  its  contract  disputewith 
teachers,  averting  a  one-day  strike  threat¬ 
ened  for  March  11th.  Following  the  vote 
by  the  School  Committee,  the  executive 
board  of  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  can¬ 
celled  plans  to  ask  the  6000-member  union 
to  authorize  the  one-day  walkout  at  a 
general  membership  meeting  March  10th. 

Besides  releasing  the  $2.8  million 
payment  owed  to  the  health  fund  since  last 
fall,  the  School  Committee  also  agreed  to 
engage  Conflict  Management  Inc.  to  me¬ 
diate  the  contract  dispute  with  teachers, 
who  have  been  working  without  a  contract 
since  August  31.  (From  The  Boston 
Globe ) 


Because  of  an  ankle  injury  that 
Ms.  Fellows  sustained,  the  school  library 
has  been  unavailable  to  students  since  the 
middle  of  February  vacation,  influencing 
senior  papers  and  other  class  projects. 

Due  to  the  seriousness  of  her  ac¬ 
cident,  Ms.  Fellows  will  not  be  reluming 
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for  the  rest  of  the  school  year. 

The  school  system  does  not  have 
substitute  librarians,  so  new  applicants  are 
now  being  interviewed  as  part  of  the  lengthy 
process  of  filling  the  position.  As  of  April 
1,  no  new  librarian  has  been  chosen.  We 
wish  Ms.  Fellows  a  speedy  recovery.

At  this  very  moment,  a  state¬ 
wide,  sweeping  school  reform  bill  is  being 
debated  by  the  state  legislative  and  admin¬ 
istrative  officials.  The  School  Reform  Bill 
aims  to  do  many  things,  including  elimi¬ 
nating  tenure  for  teachers,  placing  more 
power  in  the  hands  of  the  principal  as 
opposed  to  the  school  committee,  and 
creating  school  councils  comprised  of 
teachers,  parents,  and  students.  One  of  the 
most  controversial  changes  being  dis¬ 
cussed,  however,  is  a  new  school  choice 
plan. 

Currently,  students  who  attend 
public  schools  must  go  to  a  school  in  their 
community  unless  nearby  school  systems 
have  voted  to  allow  outside  students  in. 
None  of  the  communities  surrounding 
Boston,  such  as  Cambridge,  Newton,  and 
Brookline,  has  decided  to  do  this.  Until 
this  vote  was  taken,  students  could  attend 
these  schools  for  a  fee.  Now,  that  is  no 
longer  allowed. 

Under  the  school  choice  plan, 
students  could  attend  any  school  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  as  long  as  that  school  has  room 
(Exactly  how  much  room  a  school  has  will 
be  addressed  by  the  Board  of  Education). 
In  addition,  Massachusetts  will  pay  for  the 
transportation  of  needy  students  to  any 
town  contiguous  to  the  present  school  or 
accessible  by  the  MBTA  system. 

Problems  with  this  proposal  in¬ 
clude  a  way  of  covering  this  added  cost 
and  not  decreasing  the  amount  of  state 
funding  given  to  communities  below  the 
foundation  funding  level.  However,  the 
choice  plan  offers  a  solution  to  the  latter. 
At  the  present  time,  schools  receive  state 
aid  based  on  the  number  of  students  en¬ 
rolled.  With  this  bill  in  effect,  the  poorer 
schools  would  lose  students  and  money, 
thereby  decreasing  the  quality  of  the  school. 
To  stop  this  from  happening,  while  allow¬ 
ing  students  to  study  at  other  schools,  the 
school  choice  plan  will  reimburse  com¬ 
munities  in  need  100%  for  their  lost  stu¬ 
dents.  This  problem  (poorer  communities 
losing  funding)  has  been  one  of  the  main 
problems  against  which  the  bill  has  come 
up.  This  idea  eliminates  that  problem. 

The  School  Reform  Bill  has  been 
reviewed  for  the  past  two  years  and  was 
passed  by  the  Senate.  Recently  the  House 
of  Representatives  passed  a  version  of  the 
bill  not  containing  the  school  choice  plan. 
A  conference  committee,  which  will  try  to 
reach  a  compromise  on  the  bill,  has  been 
formed.  Once  they  agree  on  it,  the  admin¬ 
istration  will  have  to  okay  it,  and  Governor 
Weld  supports  it.  This  process  could  take 
anywhere  from  two  days  to  two  months. 


If  the  School  Choice  Bill  is 
passed,  it  could  have  a  huge  impact  on 
Boston  Latin  School,  or  a  very  small  one. 
The  students  at  BLS  would  certainly  have 
the  choice  to  attend  other  public  schools 
for  free,  an  option  many  may  choose.  The 
question  that  remains,  though,  is  whether 
the  students  from  other  communities 
would  be  allowed  to  come  here.  Because 
Boston  Latin  is  an  examination  school, 
accepting  only  a  fraction  of  those  who 
apply,  there  is  no  extra  space.  Would 
students  from  surrounding  communities 
have  equal  opportunity  to  go  to  BLS? 
Would  BLS  be  excluded  from  the  school 
choice  plan?  That  remains  to  be  seen.

“C’est  un  roc!  (Test  un  pic! 
C’est  un  cap!”  “Guten  tag!”  ”Aiyo!” 
“Vamos  a  habla!”  Although  a  majority  of 
readers  may  believe  that  at  least  some  of 
this  is  the  written  equivalent  of  baby  talk, 
these  were  actually  a  few  of  the  phrases 
uttered  at  the  Fourth  Annual  Foreign 
Language  Declamation,  held  March  4  in 
the  auditorium  during  Utility  and  R3. 

Intense  try-outs  were  held  during 
the  month  before  the  actual  day,  which 
was  the  culmination  of  the  celebration  of 
Foreign  Language  Week.  This  year’s  per¬ 
formances  were  described  as  “very  com¬ 
petitive”  by  Ms.  Conteh,  one  of  the  main 
organizers  of  the  event.  Participants  were 
judged  in  five  different  categories:  diffi¬ 
culty,  memorization,  fluency,  pronuncia¬ 
tion,  and  dramatic  effect.  They  received 
anywhere  between  five  and  twenty  points 
for  each  skill,  with  a  maximum  score  of 
one  hundred.  (Ms.  Conteh  noted  that  all 
the  contestants  had  at  least  ninety  points.) 

One  overall  winner  was  chosen, 
as  well  as  four  other  contestants  from 
different  levels.  This  year’s  competitors 
were  divided  into  four  groups  -  Level  I/II, 
Level  III,  Level  IV/Advanced,  and  Native 
(The  divisions  between  sections  were  based 
upon  the  average  scores  of  contestants  in 
each  group  and  their  grade  levels). 

Since  the  first  Foreign  Language 
Declamation  in  1990,  the  event  has  gained 
recognition  and  been  lauded  by  many. 
Teachers  who  are  not  teaching  in  the 
Modern  Language  department  but  who 
are  bilingual  are  volunteer  judges.  As  the 
event  increases  in  prestige,  more  faculty 
want  the  opportunity  to  assist  each  year.

Life  in  Los  Angeles  is  no  fairy 
tale.  Riots  becoming  almost  a  monthly 
fiesta,  smog  so  thick  that  it  makes  blue 
skies  a  thing  of  the  past,  syringes  outnum¬ 
bering  the  fish  in  the  sea,  drugs,  droughts, 
acid  rain,  outrageous  admission  prices  to 
Walt  Disneyland...  and  so  on.  Anyone 
who  can  live  through  these  conditions  and 
still  keep  a  sane  mind  is  a  true  hero  of 
modem  society.  One  hero  turned  Messiah 
of  the  mentally  insane  who  cracks  and 
heads  down  a  one-way  street  to  self-de¬ 
struction  is  portrayed  in  a  flawed,  urban- 
angst  drama,  “Falling  Down.” 

Michael  Douglas  plays  a  char¬ 
acter  unlike  any  of  his  previous  ones. 
Clearly  exaggerated  from  the  very  begin¬ 
ning,  D-Fens  (read:  defense,  which  is  on 
his  vanity  license  plate)  has  a  Marine-style 
crew-cut,  short-sleeved  white  shirt  and  lie 
with  pens  in  the  front  pocket,  and  even 
1960’s  style  glasses,  all  of  which  contrib¬ 
ute  to  the  image  of  a  modem-day,  typical 
textbook  nerd. 


His  one-day  rampage  throughout 
East  L.A.  to  Venice  Beach,  and  his  wife 
(Barbara  Hershey),  begins  after  he  can  no 
longer  take  the  tension  of  being  stuck  in 
gridlock  on  the  freeway  in  100  degree 


heat  Thereafter  chaos  ensues.  His  trek 
through  the  urban  landscape  is  at  first  an 
innocent  one,  but  quickly  turns  into  a 
nightmare.  Among  other  things,  he  terror¬ 
izes  a  Korean  general  store  owner,  kills 


four  Puerto  Rican  gang  members,  and 
blows  up  a  public  works  project  with  a 
bazooka. 

While  all  of  this  is  going  on,  on 
the  other  end  of  the  road  is  Prendergast 
(Robert  Duval),  a  soon-to-retire  cop  with 
a  neurotic  and  fearful  wife,  who  has  made 
it  his  destiny  to  put  an  end  to  D-Fens’ 
charade  before  he  and  his  wife  move  to 
Arizona  the  next  day. 

The  movie  plays  like  a 
Stradivarius  violin,  but  the  plot  flows  like 
the  turbulent  cascades  of  the  Nile  River. 
The  director,  Joel  Schumacher,  gives  his 
characters  life,  but  the  main  idea  is  purely 
bias  with  one  viewpoint  and  a  slight  hint  of 
racism.  Many  scenes  are  grossly  exagger¬ 
ated,  but  I  was  always  intrigued  and 
amazed,  especially  by  the  dramatic  ending 
and  the  amount  of  trouble  D-Fens  got 
himself  into  in  just  one  day.  I  cannot  even 
begin  to  imagine  what  a  movie  about  a 
whole  week  of  D-Fens’  life  would  be  like. 
It  is,  however,  true  in  its  complexity,  and 
there  are  probably  many  people  in  the 
world  today  with  his  problems.  If  you 
think  you  are  one  and  you  have  gone 
beyond  the  point  of  no  return,  then  go  see 
this  flick  and  maybe  it  will  give  you  a 
different  outlook  on  life.  It’s  definitely 
worth  the  price  of  admission.

Have  you  ever  had  a  massive 
case  of  “deja  vu,”  one  that  seemed  to  last 
for  the  rest  of  your  life?  That’s  exacdy 
what  happened  to  Bill  Murray  in  the  fes¬ 
tive  motion  picture  “Groundhog  Day.” 

After  being  sent  into 
Punxsutawney,  PA,  a  modem  day  hick 
town,  Phil  Conners  (Murray),  a  self-cen¬ 
tered,  power-loving  weather  man  from  a 
station  in  New  Jersey,  finds  himself  stuck 
on  February  2.  He  experiences  a  constant 
play-and-rewind  sequence  of  that  day  as 
he  wakes  up  every  morning  to  the  sound  of 
Sonny  and  Cher  on  his  alarm  clock.  Al¬ 
though  he  can  act  differently,  everything 
else  that  day  is  the  same  way  it  was  the  first 
lime  he  came  to  town. 

At  first  Phil  cannot  believe  what 
has  happened,  but  then  he  discovers  that 
he  can  do  whatever  he  wants  and  literally 
sleep  it  off.  Later,  life  becomes  a  bore  and 
he  becomes  tired  and  disgusted  with  living 
the  rest  of  his  life  in  the  same  way.  He  tries 


various  ways  of  suicide,  but  none  work, 
since  he  always  wakes  up  in  bed,  alive,  as 
if  nothing  has  happened. 

Phil  finally  learns  to  live  with  it, 
and  he  uses  his  time  wisely.  He  helps  the 
poor,  learns  how  to  play  the  piano,  to  ice 
sculpt,  and  to  pick  up  girls,  including  his 
broadcast  producer,  Rita  (played  by  Andie 
MacDowell,  previously  seen  in  “Green 
Card”). 

With  the  exception  of  its  release 
day  not  being  February  2  (Groundhog 
Day),  this  movie  is  a  blast!  The  writers  of 
the  film  are  brilliant  in  their  way  of  making 
a  movie  out  of  such  a  simple  script.  It  does 
get  tedious  in  some  parts  and  does  drag  on 
a  bit,  but  that  is  bearable  after  seeing  how 
funny  the  whole  reel  is.  Murray  should  be 
commended  for  another  spectacular  per¬ 
formance  in  this  leading  role.  The  ending 
is  a  surprise,  but  I  won’t  spoil  it  for  you. 
You  will  just  have  to  go  and  see  it  for 
yourself. 


Indiana  Jones,  one  of  the  most 
popular  film  characters  of  all  time,  has 
finally  been  brought  to  television  -  but  not 
as  the  middle-aged,  globe-trotting  ar¬ 
chaeologist  played  by  Harrison  Ford.  In¬ 
stead,  the  show’s  premise  revolves  around 
a  series  of  flashbacks  as  told  by  Indiana 
Jones  at  age  ninety-three.  “Young  Indiana 
Jones”  stars  Sean  Patrick  Flanery  and 
Corey  Carrier,  who  portray  the  protago¬ 
nist  at  varying  ages. 

The  show  spends  a  great  deal  of 
time  explaining  how  Indy  learned  about 
the  world  in  which  he  lives.  As  a  child,  he 
traveled  throughout  the  world  with  his 
father,  a  renowned  professor  of  medieval 
studies.  Indy’s  worldly  education  led  to 
his  ability  to  speak  seventeen  languages 
by  the  time  he  was  a  teenager.  When  he 
turns  seventeen,  he  joins  the  Mexican 
Revolutionary  War,  and  his  adventures 


begin.  Along  the  way,  he  meets  famous 
people  such  as  Pablo  Picasso,  Ernest 
Hemingway ,  Norman  Rockwell,  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  and  Winston  Churchill. 

One  of  the  most  redeeming 
qualities  of  the  series  is  that  all  the  shows 
are  shot  on  location;  Mexico,  France,  and 
Germany  are  just  a  few  of  the  locales  seen. 
George  Lucas,  the  show’s  creator,  places 
young  Indy  in  both  interesting  and  ad¬ 
venturous  situations.

“Undiscovered  Country,”  the 
latest  play  at  the  Huntington  Theatre, 
presents  a  subtle  picture  of  the  psychologi¬ 
cal  impulses  of  love  and  death  in  upper 
class  society.-  The  play  was  written  by 
Arthur  Schnitzler,  a  tum-of-the-century 
Viennese  playwright  keenly  interested  in 
the  topical  trend  of  psycho-analysis.  In 
fact,  Freud  himself  considered  Schnitzler 
his  “doppelganger,”  or  double,  recogniz¬ 
ing  in  his  plays  the  shared  concern  with 
underlying  human  nature.  These  ideas, 
evident  in  “Undiscovered  Country,”  pro¬ 
vide  the  key  to  understanding  and  enjoy¬ 
ing  the  play. 


Set  against  gorgeous  scenes  of 
early  twentieth  century  Austria  designed 
by  Kate  Edmunds,  the  drama  centers 
around  Friedrich  Hofreiter,  an  aging 
manufacturer  whose  energetic  vitality  and 
careless  affairs  are  merely  an  attempt  to 
escape  his  looming  mortality.  As  the  plot 
develops,  he  loses  everything  he  had 
through  the  “delightful  game”  of  love:  his 
long-suffering  wife,  Genia,  strongly  acted 
by  Michele  Farr;  Ema,  his  independent 
and  vivacious  young  lover,  played  de¬ 
lightfully  by  Katie  MacNichol;  his  friends; 
his  treasured  apparition  of  youth.  Paul 
Rocbling  does  a  magnificent  job  portray¬ 
ing  Friedrich  in  his  gradual  disintegration 
from  self-assurance  and  youthful  vitality 
to  a  broken,  haunted  man  unable  to  avoid 
the  knowledge  that  he  will  “fold  up  like  a 


pocket  knife,  soon  enough.” 

But  the  play  is  really  about  the 
“strange  uncharted  country...  human  be¬ 
havior.”  Under  all  the  action  of  the  plot 
run  subtler  undercurrents.  Schnitzler  ex¬ 
plores  the  contradictions  of  human  nature 
-  love  and  death,  deceit  and  loyalty.  These 
contradictions  are  echoed  in  the  staging  of 
the  play  by  director  Jacques  Cartier.  De¬ 
spite  the  deeply  probing  underpinnings  of 
the  play,  the  first  three  acts  are  deceptively 
light,  a  sunny  and  even  humorous  view  of 
upper  class  life  which  darkens  in  the  last 
two  as  Friedrich’s  character  begins  to 
crumble.  Yet  the  theme  of  death  shadows 
even  the  beginning  of  the  play,  which 
opens  just  after  the  funeral  of  a  young 
pianist  who  committed  suicide.  It  is  these 
thematic  concerns  of  mortality  and  decep¬ 


tion  that  give  meaning  to  the  play,  the 
subtle  exploration  of  human  nature  which 
transforms  it  from  a  melodramatic  soap  to 
an  important  and  interesting  story  of  hu¬ 
man  behavior.  The  performances  and  di¬ 
recting  have  the  ability  to  bring  out  these 
undercurrents  without  destroying  their 
meaning,  but  are  not  strong  enough  to 
keep  the  play  from  dragging  a  little  and 
being  a  bit  stuffy.  As  a  result,  although  the 
script  is  laced  with  wit,  the  lack  of  on-stage 
action  somewhat  undermines  the  psycho¬ 
logical  impact.  The  concern  with  the  dif¬ 
ficult  job  of  bringing  out  the  deeper  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  play  nearly  destroys  the  interest 
in  the  surface  plot.  “Undiscovered 
Country”  is  not  an  easy  play  to  enjoy,  but 
well  worth  the  effort.

This 
may  sound  trivial,  but  dropping  from  high 
school  seniors,  the  leaders  of  the  school,  to 
college  freshmen,  the  peons  of  college,  was 
not  necessarily  a  pleasant  experience.  It’s 
not  that  the  upperclassmen  are  intentionally 
being  cruel  (most  of  my  friends  are  upper¬ 
classmen);  it’s  just  that  we’re  new  to  their 
school.
